Lester Davis, ag ed 26 y ears, com­ 
mitted suicide last n ig ht about 9 
o’clock in the “Alley Home” saloon 
which is located iust west of Galen a 
aven ue 
between First an d 
River 
streets. He en tered the saloon about 
ten min n tes to n in e in compan y with 
W orthPotter an d walked upto;the bar 
an d asked for a g lass of beer, the pro­ 
prietor of the saloon , J. C.. Horrig an , 
drew off a g lass for Davis an d placed 
it upon the bar in fron t of n im. 
Mr. 
Davis then turn ed toward Potter ask­ 
in g , “Is beer an an tidote to poison ?” 
Mr. Potter replied that beer was n ot, 
but that a g lass of cream would save a 
person fromdy in g if dran k immediately 
after takin g poison . 
He also told 
Davis tbat he would n ot stan d an d 
see an y man destroy himself. Durin g 
this con versation Potter an d Horri­ 
g an were stan din g at the ether en d of 
the bar from Davis. 
Mr. Davis said, 
“I am g oin g to take this,” an d be 
pulled 
a small 
bottle 
of 
car­ 
bolic 
acid out 
of 
the 
in side 
ocket of his coat an d emptied the 
con ten ts of the bottle in tbe g lass of 
beer. 
Before an y of the spectators 
could reach Davis he had g ulped down 
the deadly liq uor. 
Then turn in g to 
Potter in a ton e of despair said, “g et 
me that g lass of cream q uick.” His 
lips became white in an in stan t from 
the effect of the burn in g liq uor, an d 
he g ot as far as tbe door of the saloon 
when hejf tottered an d fell with a 
thud to the floor—dead» 
W IFE T n iN K S HE WAS A MANlAC, 
Mrs. Davis when in terviewed this 
morn in g appeared as thoug h she had 
met with g reat abuse. Her face was 
hag g ard an d drawn , an d her story was 
most pitiable to Lear. 
She said that 
Mr. Davis an d herself bad moved to 
Dix on a mon th ag o today from Cedar 
Rapids, law a, where they had lived 
sin ce their marriag e the 10th of last 
May . Sin ce their arrival here her 
husban d has had a Dumber of small 
position s, such as paperiDg an d pain t­ 
in g the flat in which they live, which 
is in the flat buildin g own ed by B. F. 
Shaw on East River street. 
Yester­ 
day he bad been at work repairin g a 
small washout caused by the rain just 
east of T h e E v e n in g T e l e g r a p h 
buildin g . 
Last even in g Mrs. Davis said she 
was eatin g a late supper about seven 
o’clock when her husban d came home 
partly in tox icated. He at on ce started 
to abuse her, usin g terrible oaths. 
His ey es were those of a crazed m a n - 
movin g con tin ually , with the pupils 
ex ten ded, g His han ds were like claws, 
an d on a sudden when Mrs. Davis was 
n ot lookin g he caug ht hold of her an d 
started to beat her un mercifully . Near­ 
ly ex hausted she broke away from the 
fien dish clutches of Davis an d called 
for 
help. She fin ally 
g ot Officer 
Whetstein there who she implored to 
take her husban d away as he had 
threaten ed to kill her an d was doin g 
his best to do so. Tbe officer assured 
Mrs. Davis that she would uot be 
troubled ag aiu by her husban d. 
In order to feel secure Mrs. Davis 
said she locked all the doors. In about 
half a hour Mr. Davis return ed an d 
tried to g et in but left when he foun d 
he could n ot i g et in . By this time 
Mrs. 
Davis was n early prostrated 
with frig ht. 
MAKES A THIRD ATTEMPT. 
It seems that Davis had made up 
his min d to kill his wife an d self, for 
he return ed home a third time. This 
last time he battered on tbe door un til 
Mrs. Davis open ed the wooden door, 
but kept the screen door locked. 
Ho 
said: 
“ I have come to say g ood by e.” 
“Good by e Lester,” said his wife. 
“Come out here an d say g ood by e, 
for I am g oin g to make away with 
my self,” be replied. 
“ No, Lester, I won ’t open this door 
for y ou wan t to kill me,” said Mrs. 
Davis., 
“Good!by e then I am g oin g to drin k 
this,” an d he held in his han d a small 
bottle full of carbolic acid an d wen t 
down the stairs to the street.

of

win dow an d dran k some 
of 
the 
burn in g 
fluid, 
thin kin g 
that his wife mig bt come down , on 
his person he carried two razors which 
were sharpen ed to a n icety which he

ag ain st the men . When the men re­ 
ported this morn in g they were told 
that on ly half the reg ular force was 
n eeded. “You must take us all back 
or n on e,” came the repiy of the un ion 
men , who saw the n on -un ion workers 
performin g the task they had don e 
before. 
BPackers refused to accede an d com­ 
mittee men were sen t to see Presiden t 
Don n elly . The latter was q uickly in 
commun ication with his advisers an d 
within an hour an d a half the decision 
was arrived at to re-open the strike. 
Wildest ex citemen t prevails about 
the y ards, but there is n o riotin g . 
Don n elly will hold a con feren ce with 
the packers this aftern oon . 
If n ot 
satisfactory a g en eral strike of all 


trade y ards will result.

It might have been a week later ere

I thought that I had seen the last of 
them for one day, but not so. Back I 
beheld the performers coming at full 
gallop, and this time they had another 
performer with them. 
Last year’s 
fawn had joined the troupe. On th y 
all came without a stop and into the 
fairy ring, where I was treated to 
another graceful performance, which 
seemed rather more complicated than 
the first. 
I wish I had studied It bet­ 
ter, but I was so surprised at the 
whole thing and it was over so quick­ 
ly that I really had not a fair chance 
to grasp every detail. 
In a few minutes the ring was emp­ 
ty, the performers out of sight, and I 
left alone to wonder if what 1 saw was 
real or Imaginary. 
Real It certainly 
was, for when my astonishment had 
worn off a little I got up and went for­ 
ward to view the fairy circle, where I 
found abundant traces of my fairies, 
and a few yards away I found another 
circle, which was evidently in use, and 
farther on another, which appeared old 
and disused. 
In one stood a tree, In 
another two stumps of trees cut down, 
the latter being the one most in use, to 
judge by the state of the ground.

New York. July 22.—Thomas Tag­ 
gart, member of the Democratic na­ 
tional committee for Indiana, has had 
a consultation with John W. Kern. He 
still refuses to discuss the subject of 
national chairman, but nothing has yet 
occurred to alter his determination to 
stand for the place ’if the committee 
is of the same mind next Tuesday 
that it was when it assembled in St. 
Louis the day after the convention ad­ 
journed. 
Kern is just as determined 
as ever to insist upon Taggart being 
selected, and Is still talking about the 
importance of the west in connection 
with the campaign. 


Kern See» Only Taggart a» the Man. 
He asserts that Taggart knows the 
conditions in that section better than 
any other man suggested for the place, 
and that if it is desirable to have men 
connected with the committee who nre 
in close touch with the financial inter­ 
ests. An executive committee may be 
chosen to have the management of the 
campaign in the three eastern states 
which are considered necessary 
for 
Democratic success. He expresses con­ 
fidence that the indorsement 
which 
was given Taggart at St. Louis w’ill 
not be reversed, and says that so far 
nothing has occurred to show’ why that 
action should not be indorsed by choos­ 
ing Taggart for chairman. 


Would (to to Fsopus if Invited.

EDISON’S PLUCK. 


T he In v en to r's Hard B attle F or at 
S u itab le Carbon F ilam en t. 
Few true stories of merited commer­ 
cial success illustrate the value of 
pluck and perseverance more clearly j 
than that of Mr. Thomas A. Edison and 
the incandescent electric light. It w’as 
on Oct. 1(1, 1870, says Cassier’s Maga­ 
zine, that Mr. Edison decided he had

A t the solicitation of many, who, for various reasons, 
oould not take advantage of his liberal offer 
last month, and to give all a 
chance to get well. 
reached conditions under which a car­ 
bon filament might be made into a 
lamp. Accordingly a cotton thread was 
laid in a hairpin shaped groove In a 
nickel plate, put In a nickel mold and 
covered with charcoal and cooked five 
hours. It was then thoroughly carbon­ 
ized. but unhappily it broke to pieces 
when the inventor attempted to take it 
from the mold. 
Repeated experiments brought simi­ 
lar failures, until late at night on the 
18th one was rescued intact, but it 
broke while being fastened to the con­ 
ducting wire. Neither Mr. Edison nor 
his assistant, Mr. Charles Bachelor, 
had had any sleep since beginning work 
two days before, but they determined 
to keep at work and make a lamp be­ 
fore they slept. 
On the 19th they made several fila­ 
ments, but all broke in the clamping 
process. On the 20th one w as success­ 
fully clamped and hope ran high that 
the lamp would soon be done, but as it 
w’as being carried from the shop where 
it was made to the glass blowing room 
to be sealed in a globe a breath of wind 
caught it and blew it away. 
Mr, Bachelor w’as dismayed and dis­ 
gusted. Both men were exhausted and 
almost discouraged, but they kept at 
work. At last, on the morning of the 
21st, the fifth day since they had slept, 
they had the happiness of seeing a 
lamp finally completed and lighted. 
The two men then went to bed and 
slept several hours. When they awoke 
the new lamp still burned. Mr. Edison 
increased the current, and the lamp 
burned more brightly—far more bright­ 
ly than they bad dared anticipate. 
It 
was the first modern incandescent 
lamp. 
Mr. Edison believed it was a 
successful one. but it listed only two 
days and then burned out. 
At once a host of employees w’ent to 
work carbonizing every available sub­ 
stance in search of a better filament. 
In the midst of the work a passage in 
one of Humboldt’s books, describing 
a certain kind of bamboo fiber, sud­ 
denly occurred to Mr. Edison and sug­ 
gested to him that the vegetable strand 
would be just the thing. 
At once he 
hunted up the passage and reread it. 
Then he began a search for the proper 
bamboo. 
A corps of trained investigators was 
sent out all over the world on this 
search, and scarcely a region of the 
known surface of the globe was left 
unvisited. 
A hundred thousand dol­ 
lars was spent in this way before Mr. 
William Moore* found the proper bam­ 
boo in northern Japan.
